The Egyptian and black regiments charged 
tlio troncbos and carried them brilliantly, 
losing two moil killed and thirty wound- 
ed. Tho only officers injured in tlie at- 
tacking force were two Egyptians. Tho 
rebel loss is placed at 400. Osmau Dljrna's 
nephew, tho Erair of Trlnltitat, and twelve 
den-Lslies have been captured. All are 
wi'UtideJ. 


The battle was openod at 4:30 o'clock In 


the morning by the man-of-war Kaoer, 
whi.^h begun shelling tlie enemy's troncaes.
